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Examiner's answer 

1 . This is in response to the appeal brief filed December 1 2, 2002. After 
consultation with the supervisor, the examiner is withdrawing the previous 
rejection on July 9, 2002 and open prosecution on the claimed subject matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5, 10, 12, 13, 17-21, 26, 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Itoga et al. (U.S. Patent 5,475,613). 

Itoga discloses a method, apparatus a computer readable storage device 
containing program of digital computer for non-destructive evaluation of a 
sample, include the step of obtaining a defect image of a sample using a camera, 
displaying real time image of the sample on display device, wherein the defect 
image and the real image of the sample have a one-to-one correspondence with 
each other and superimpose one of the defect image and the real time displayed 
image on the other on the defect image and the real time displayed image, a 
processor coupled with a camera to digitize the reference defect image and 
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superimpose the defect image on a real time image, referencing the sample 
while viewing the superimposed sample and defect image on display, marking 
the sample, measure the characteristic of the sample, locating the defects (col. 3- 
4, lines 50-43, fig. 3, 5a, 5b, col. 5-6, lines 55-26, abstract) 



Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

a. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Itoga 
et al. (U.S. Patent 5,475,613) in view of Griencewic (U.S. Patent 5,801,919). 



Itoga discloses a apparatus including the subject matter discussed above except 
the processor and display are constructed as part of the camera. 
Griencewic disclose such apparatus to have an easy use of the camera (col. 1-2, 
col. 54-11) 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify Itoga to have the processor and display are 
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constructed as part of the camera taught by Griencewic in order to have an easy 
use of the camera .

4. Claims 6-9, 1 1 , 15, 16, 22-25, 27 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all the limitation of the base claim and any intervening claims.
